CHICAGO, May 29.—Capt. Thomas Porte 


returned from Duquoin yesterday, when 
at a lonely farmhouse at midnight o 
Tuesday, he and United States Marsha 
Ed Bacon captured the second preache 
counterfeiter that has been arrested with 
in a week. The case is unequaled in th 
history of the United States secret service 
The second capture is Rev. George VancL 
pastor of the Mission Baptist church, of 
circuit about Duquoin. Vancil has been 
preacher of the word for eight or te 
years, and the Methodist denoiuinatio 
claimed him when he first went into tb 
pulpit. For seven years he was a license 
preacher of the Methodist persuation, bu 
he left the church in 
1SSU because o 


charges of falsehood preferred agains 
him by some of his flock, and he then en 
tered the Baptist fold, and when caugh 
was pastor of the i5aptist church, whic 
held its meetings in the old country schoo 
house. 


How Yaiicil Met Holmes. 


In 1889, as Capt. Porter's story goes 


Vancil was holding revival services in 
Polk county, and his success was great 
the country folk round coming in scores t 
hear him. One night, after a more than 
successful revival, Rev. Vancil was over 
taken on his walk homeward by "Jerry 
Holmes, the preacher who was captured by 
Capt. Porter last week for counterfeiting 
Holmes at that time was the town sinner 
and all efforts to reform him had been 
failures, and he had been given up as a 
lost sheep. When Holmes met Vancil on 
the dark road homeward the two began a 
discussion of religion, Holmes violently 
attacking it. 


Autl Converted a Bad Sinner. 


Vancil stopped his man in the road, an( 


beneath the stars preached a fervent ser- 
mon to the erring one, and when he hue 
finished Holmes confessed his errors an< 
declared his conviction. He fell on til 
ground, and with his. hands toward heaven 
declared he would forever renounce hi; 
evil ways, and he afterward said that hi 
had been converted like Paul on his way 
to Damascus. The conversion of the hard 
eued sinner was heralded throughout Polk 
county as a miracle, and the people mar 
vcled greatly at the strangeness of it. 


Tempted by His Convert, He Fell. 


It wasn't long after Holmes' conversion 


however, and when he had become 
preacher of the word, that, walking to 
church with the mrm who had saved him 
Holmes offered Vancil a counterfeit dol 
lar. Vancil professed to be very much 
shocked, but he says an idea suddenly shoi 
through his head, and he accepted two o: 
the pieces of spurious coin. "I took the 
money," declared Rev. Vancil to Capt 
Porter, after his capture,- '-because I want- 
ed to get all the information about the en 
;ire gang that was making the stuff." 
Vancil, however, not only took the money 
jut several days after lie wrote Holmes 
Tom Polk county that he h;i;l passed-the 
money. 


WENT IN "CAHOOTS" WITH VICE.

arrest of Brother Holmes. This was the 
.rst news Vancil had heard of the arrest, 
and he became so confused that he passed 
ne of the bad dollars on Agent Wheatley 
or a package that awaited him, and the 
iscovery being made, Vancil confessed 
ight there that he had handled some of 
he "queer."

SAVING THE SEALS. 


John Bull Meets the Proposals of t'n- 


cle Sum. 


WASHINGTON CITY, May 29.—The Behr- 


ing sea matter is rapidly approaching a 
solution, and the indications now are that 


reat Britain and the United States will 


act in concert on the fisheries question. A 
dispatch was received at the state depart- 
ment yesterday from Minister Lincoln at 
[yondon to the effect that Gosehen had 
given notice in the commons that to-day 
IB would introduce a bill the provisions of 
which would enable her majesty's govern- 
ment to prohibit the catching of seals in 
ihe waters of Behring sea for a period 
which would be specified in the bill. The 
move made in parliament by the English 
government is regarded in official circles 
lereasaii evidence that Great Britain is 
willing to accept, with a few modifica- 
tions, the proposals of the United States 
*>join hands in preventing poaching in 
3ehring sea. The United States is willing 
and anxious to stop it. 


Comments of Secretary Fobter. 


There are now f i f t y vessels, mostly Cana- 


dian, in Beliring .sea. fitted out and active- 
y engaged in srnl fishing. The president, 
Secretary Tracy and Secretary Foster were 
engaged most of the afternoon in disouss- 
ngthe fisheries question. "I have been 
talking little else than the seal question 
during the past week," said Secretary Fos- 
er, after he came from the conference at 
he executive mansion. ''I have been in- 
ormed," he continued, ''o£ the action of 
he British government, and it looks as 
though they would accept our proposi- 
ions." Secretary Foster further said that

These nine vessels could do 
iretty effective police work in patrolling 
he sea, which the seals use in their migra- 
ory trips to the seal islands. The area 
now occupied by the poachers is estimated 


t about 400 square miles. The fog in that 
ection of the world is represented by na- 
al officers as very dense at this season of 
he year, which makes the policing of the 
ea most difficult, but which also operates 
o prevent the poachers from sighting seals 
t any considerable distance from thejr 
hip. 
While all these obstacles iire point- 


d out, it is thought that the joint patrol 
f Great Britain and the United States 
vill have a good moral effct.

CRUSADE AGAINST IMMIGRATION. 


The Knights of Labor Aiding the Treaa 


ury Department. 


WASHINGTON CITT, May 29.—The chie 


officials of the Knights of Labor have been 
trying to aid the treasury department in 
ferreting out wholesale abuses of the con 
tract-labor law. They employed detec- 
tives to run down the agents who make a 
business of supplying firms with im 
ported labor. Many of the pamphlets is 
sued by these labor brokers in Boston 
and Xcw York were secured. The deteo 
thes then impersonated employers in 
searcli of labor. They had no difficulty in 
getting promises from the brokers to sup- 
ply from one to two hundred Italians or 
Hungarians, who would work for 
Sl.£> a day and who would be guarantee< 
to be entirely tractable. The information 
thus secured lias been laid before the treas- 
ury department as an aidintfce crusadi 
against immigration and contract labor.

A Precautionary Measure Which Haa 


Just Passed tbe Chamber of Deputies 
ami Causes a Sensation in England— 
Trouble Over the National League Fnm 
in Paris—Capt. Terney'a Successor 
the British House of Commons. 
LONDOX, May 29.—A sensation has been 


caused by the news that the French cham 
bei had agreed to a bill empowering th 
minister of war, as a precaution agains 
an emergency in time of war, to lay in a 
two months' stock of wheat and flour fo 
the population 
comprised within 
in 


trenched camps or fortified towns. It i 
the first tiling that has opened the eyes o 
Englishmen to the reality of the recen 
war talk and to the dogged determination 
of the French to be thorougly prepared for 
all emergencies. A provision to the eftec 
that the expeietof the provisioning shouli 
be shared between the municipalities ant 
the state was carried by 295 to 237 votes. 


Explanation of the Measure. 


In explanation of the measure it was 


stated that railway communication ha< 
caused a tendency to keep the stock o; 
provisions very short and that Paris Ias1 
September had only 54,000 quintals agains! 
330,000 in 1870. In twenty-one intrenchec 
camps in the northeast and southeast o 
France there were fully 5,000,000 people 
and a two months' stock of provisions 


involve on outlay of 43,000,000 


francs. The Bank of France and other 
large establishments are expected to enc 
the necessary money. 
Each town wil 


have to bear the expense of keeping up the 
•tock until a war is declared, and the an 
nual charge falling on Paris is estimated 
at 980,000 francs. 


Experience of At. De Freyeinet. 


In advocating the bill M. de Preycinel 


urged that the construction of fortifica- 
tions would be useless if the means of en 
abling the inhabitants to live were unpro- 
vided. M. de Freycinet, who is an en 
gineer by profession and a man of most 
methodical disposition, was Gombetta'a 
chef do cabinet during the days of the 
government of national defense. It was he 
who attended to all the details of calling 
out, arming, clothing and feeding the new 
levies which enabled Chanzy on the Lo;re 
and Faidherbe in the north to make a last 
Gesperate effort to stem the tide of inva- 
sion and save the honor of France after the 
disgrace and humiliation of Sedan anc 
Metz. 
He is now giving France 
the 


benefit of the hard experience of twenty 
years ago.

The Behring Sea Bill. 


LONDON, May 29.—K Is undersood that 
he Behring sea bill will totally prohibit 
the fishing for seals for a year. The Stand- 
ard, in commenting on the measure, says: 
'If the bill ia an essential portion of the 
nternational arrangement for the gen 
ral restraint ef the capture of seals it 
ill be welcome, but if it imposes dlsa- 
jilities on British subjects, while it leaves 
he hands of American adventurers free, 
a vast amount of explanation will be nec- 
essary to make it palatable to parliament 
or the tfountry." 


Germany and the World's Fair. 


BKELLS, May 29.—Mr. LofDer, delegate 
f the Columbus fair committee to Germ- 
ny, saye that be is making good progress 
n his work of creating interest In the 
ixhibition among the German merchants.
